STUFFED RAW CARROTS

PIES - BAKE OR BUY FROZEN 

Using standard recipes, you can 
make a 22-ounce pie from canned 
pumpkin for 32 cents.

10 cents a pound) costs 26 cents. 
The same size cherry pie from 
canned cherries cost 25 to 30 
cents. 

Compare these prices with those 
in your grocery store, and you 
may decide to buy your pie in 
prepared forms. Frozen pies are 
usually more expensive than home 
baked ones, but not when you 
find them on "specials". ! 
Be an alert shopper, and be price 
conscious while you do your food 


shopping. 

You should clean a coffeemaker 
thoroughly each time you use it. 
But when stains accumulate, you 
need to give it a little special 
attention. 

If your coffeemaker is alumi- 
num, use a non-scratchy household 
cleanser or soap-filled steel wool 
pad to remove stains.
